HE HUNG HIMSELF. 
TO MAKE A PRESIDENT. 


An Inmate of the City Jail Takes His 
Own Life. 
People passing the city jail this 
morning were horrified to see the body 
of a man hang ing ag ainst the inside 
railing of the cell. Closer inspection 
disclosed the fact that he had commit­ 
ted suicide by hang ing , using part of 
a bed q uilt for a rope. The cloth was 
knotted under the left ear and his feet 
just reached the floor, both hands 
tig htly g rasping the upng ht bare of 
cell. The man had been dead some 
hours when found. 
The suicide was placed in the jail 
on Wednesday evening by Chief 
Brockway who discovered in conversa­ 
tion with him that he was of unsound 
mind. 
He asked Mr. Brockway the 
time of day and being told it was noon 
he answered that there must be some 
mistake as he intended being in etern­ 
ity By that time, and claimed his resi­ 
dence was in the hereafter. 
It wae 
found that his name was Henry Bower 
and that he lived in Minneapolis before 
coming to Brainerd. He was a Ger­ 
man, 26 years old and sing le, having 
no relatives in this country. He came 
to Brainerd June 7th and worked tea 
days for the Northern Mill Co. When 
Chief Brock way arrested him he beg ­ 
g ed him for his revolver with which to 
kill himself. 
Bower was to have been examined 
before the probate court this afteruoou 
as to his sanity. An inq uest will be 
held this afternoon.

An Inmate of the City Jail Takes His 
Own Life. 
People passing the city jail this 
morning were horrified to see the body 
of a man hanging against the inside 
railing of the cell. Closer inspection 
disclosed the fact that he had commit­ 
ted suicide by hanging, using part of 
a bed quilt for a rope. The cloth was 
knotted under the left ear and his feet 
just reached the floor, both hands 
tightly grasping the upnght bars of 
cell. The man had been dead some 
hours when found. 
The suicide was placed id the jail 
on Wednesday evening by Chief 
Brockway who discovered in conversa­ 
tion with him that he was of nnsound 
mind. 
He asked Mr. Brockway the 
time of day and being told it was noon 
he answered that there must be some 
mistake as he intended being in et ent­ 
ity l>y that time, and claimed his resi­ 
dence was in the hereafter. 
It was 
found that his name was Henry Bower 
and that he lived in Minneapolis before 
coming to Brainerd. He was a Ger­ 
man, 26 years old and single, having 
no relatives in this country. He came 
to Brainerd June 7th and worked ten 
days for the Northern Mill Co. When 
Chief Brockway arrested him he beg­ 
ged him for his revolver with which to 
kill himself. 
Bower was to have been examined 
before the probate court this afternoon 
as to his sanity. An inquest will be 
held this afternoon.

Don't Get Left 


An Inmate of the City Jail Takes His 
Own Life. 
People passing the city jail this 
morning were horrified to see the body 
of a man hanging against the inside 
railing of the cell. 
Closer inspection 
disclosed the fact that he had commit­ 
ted suicide by hangmg, using part of 
a bed quilt for a rope. 
The cloth was 
knotted under the left ear and his feet 
just reached the floor, both hands 
tightly grasping the upright bar* of 
cell. The man had been dead some 
hours when found. 
The suicide was placed in the jail 
on 
Wednesday evening 
by Chief 
Brockway who discovered in conversa­ 
tion with him that he was of unsound 
mind.

Chief Brockway arrested him he beg­ 
ged him for his revolver with which to 
kill himself. 
Bower was to have been examined 
before the probat® court this afternoon 
as to his sanity.

“ The supreme court of the United States 
having decided the anti-lottery postal law 
to be constitutional, it is hereby ordered 
and directed that no one in the employ ot 
this com pany »hall mail a letter which in 
any w av refers directly or indirectly to the 
lusines* of the lottery.

stood that this company will aid in the en­ 
forcement of this law.”

Concerning Brainerd's new mill m-j 
dustry the Minneapolis Lumberman :

The proposition to issue $100,000 in j 
bonds in aid of the railroad to be built 1 
by the Northern Mill company was 
almost unanimously voted by the city 
of Brainerd.
